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COMPANY MEETING 


LONDON MIDLAND AND SCOTTISH 


RAILWAY 


The Fifteenth Annual General Meeting of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company, was held at Friends 
House, Euston Road, London, N.W.1, on Thursday, 10 March 
1938. 

Sir Josiah Charles Stamp, G.C.B., G.B.E., chairman of the 
company, presided. : : z 

The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Chairman said: I now lay on the table the report and 
accounts for the past year, and as they have been in your 
hands for some days, I presume you will as usual take them 
as read. 

RATES AND CHARGES 

Since 1929 the Railway Rates Tribunal have been holding their 
annual reviews of railway charges in accordance with the Rail- 
ways Act, 1921. As you know, an important function of the 
Tribunal is to fix rates, fares and charges which will, so far as 
practicable, with efficient working, yield to us a_ prescribed 
annual net revenue known as the ‘‘ standard revenue,’’ and they 
are required when making their periodical reviews to make 
general modifications of the charges, where necessary, to enable 
such standard revenue to be earned. I need hardly remind you 
that if on any such review net revenue exceeds the standard, 
80 per cent. of such excess is to be devoted to reducing the 
charges. 

Now it is common knowledge that the railway companies 
have not yet been able to earn their standard revenues. The 
deficiency in our case was at its maximum—£10,600,000—in 1932, 
and the deficiency in 1936 was still £6,500,000. The Tribunal 
have throughout adopted the practice of inviting the sugges- 
tions of the railway companies as to the possibility of meeting 
the deficiencies. At each annual review from 1929 to 1936 the 
companies informed the Tribunal that, in their view, an in- 
crease of charges would not be likely to yield an increase of 
net revenue. On each such review the Tribunal found that the 
undertakings of the companies had been conducted with 
efficiency and economy, but having regard to the companies’ 
submissions on charges no increases were authorised. There 
has, however, been a marked improvement in the trade of the 
country generally since 1935 which justified a more optimistic 
view of the future, and after careful consideration the com- 
panies came to the conclusion early last year that a moderate 
increase in charges would improve their net revenues materially, 
without prejudicing the continuance of the favourable trend in 
trade and industry. Accordingly, they submitted proposals for 
increases in charges, with the object of assisting the Tribunal 
in carrying out the duty imposed on them, although they 
recognised that this increase would still leave them short of 
their standard revenues. 

The railway companies appreciated that different descriptions 
of traffic would respond in different degrees to an increase in 
charges, but they felt that there were strong reasons against 
any differentiation in the application of the increase. They 
were of opinion that an increase of 5 per cent., applied generally, 
would yield some increase of revenue, though possibly not to 
the full extent of 5 per cent., with a corresponding addition 
to the net revenue. There was therefore no justification for 
leaving any description of traffic untouched by the increase, 
and the railway companies felt that any discrimination in favour 
of any particular traffics would be inequitable and would be 
resented by those interested in other traffics. In those circum- 
stances the proposals laid before the Tribunal were for a general 
increase of 5 per cent. or thereabouts to apply to all charges 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Tribunal, the estimated addi- 
tion to net revenue in a full year being, in our case, £2,200,000. 

The hearing before the Tribunal occupied 16 days, and at 
the conclusion they decided to modify the standard and excep- 
tional charges substantially as proposed. This decision took 
effect from 1 October 1937, but it did not apply to fares in 
respect of intra-London suburban passenger services, as these 
are governed by the London Passenger Transport Act, 1933. 

We have not yet had a full year’s experience of the effect 
of the Tribunal’s decision, but the partial experience so far 
appears to justify the estimate we put forward. Although not 
its objective, this addition to our revenue will offset to a 
considerable extent the increased cost of labour and materials 
which we have felt severely. 


INCREASED PRICES 


This increase in costs is partly due to the increased wages bill, 
which has followed from the wages agreements and to the effect 
of the cost of living on wages rates of certain grades which 
move with that index. While this increase is due very largely 
to a restoration of reductions in the period of extreme depres- 
sion, the level of wages costs is higher now for various grades 
than before the so-called cuts and the addition to us in a full 
year over the costs of 1936 is £1,830,000. 
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The other factor is the marked increase in prices of coal, iron, 
steel, timber, provender and in fact nearly all our purchases, 
Taking them as a whole, the present addition to our costs over 
1936 through increased material prices, after allowing for certain 
recent reductions from the highest levels, is at the rate of 
£2,230,000 in a full year. 

While these two factors will together add about £4 millions 
per annum to the costs of 1936, the effect on revenue is a little 
less because of capital elements and so forth, and in any event 
a large part of the impact will not be felt until 1938-39 owing to 
the use of earlier purchases. 

The effect on the revenue expenditure for 1937 was, as men- 
tioned in the directors’ report, an addition of £1,875,000. 


RESEARCH 


The activities of our research department continue to expand 
both in diversity and importance. This is due partly to a 
growth in mutual confidence between the research staff and the 
officers of the other departments, and partly to the improved 
facilities for scientific investigations provided by our new 
laboratory at Derby. This building is the outward and visible 
sign of our research policy, in the shaping of which we con- 
tinue to owe so much to the members of the Advisory Com. 
mittee on Scientific Research. 

One of the original members of this Committee was the late 
Sir Herbert Jackson, whose wide knowledge and sympathetic 
interest in the work of individuals were invaluable to the De- 
partment in its early days. In his memory we have struck a 
medal to be given annually with the ‘“‘ Herbert Jackson ’’ prize 
to the member of our research staff who submits the best written 
account of the investigations carried out by him during the 
year. I may say that the quality of the papers recently sub- 
mitted for the prize is good evidence both of high standard and 
wide range of the scientific work of this department and of its 
value in helping to solve practical problems of the railway. 

One of the most important problems with which we are now 
dealing is that of the rail joint. However fascinating the 
rhythm of the rail joint may be as a subject for correspondence 
in T'he Times, it is a source of weakness in the permanent way 
and an important contributory cause of noise and vibration in 
the railway carriages. We are therefore engaged, in conjunction 
with Professor Inglis at Cambridge, on a fundamental research 
into the behaviour of rail joints in order to determine the direc- 
tion in which changes from the traditional design should proceed. 

Towards the end of the year the Government of India paid us 
the compliment of inviting our paint technologist to visit India 
to report on the painting practice of the Indian railways. He 
has just completed his tour, and I have received a highly 
appreciative acknowledgment of his services in this connection. 


ELECTRIFICATION 


Three years ago I told you what our general policy is 
regarding electrification and although some of the factors in- 
volved may have altered a little, there has been no change in 
the main position since then. I must refer to the subject again, 
however, because I have seen the incorrect statement made in 
responsible quarters that we had asked for public assistance 
towards the cost of undertaking electrification schemes. This 
must be due to a misunderstanding of a statement I made, ona 
suggestion of further electrification, that in so far as electrifica- 
tion is required to secure certain national values distinct from, 
or over and above the value to the railways, that was a matter 
for public funds and not railway shareholders’ funds, 

Exactly the same comments apply to other statements that 
we have received material assistance from the Government, I 
presume through the Railway Finance Corporation. These 
arrangements were mutual. We on our part agreed to under- 
take certain specified works which would not otherwise have been 
entered upon, but which became justified with cheaper money 
obtainable by a Treasury Guaranteed Loan, in turn covered by 
an obligation to issue L.M.S8. Debenture stock as collateral 
security. The Government advantage lay in the additional 
employment created by the placing of orders in the industrial 
areas, 

Shortly our standpoint is, firstly, that works shall not be 
undertaken by us at the stockholders’ expense for non-railway 
purposes and, secondly, that we have neither asked for nor 
received any public assistance for anything done or proposed to 
be done for railway purposes, 


ELECTRIFICATION OF THE WIRRAL LINE 


The electrification of the passenger services on the Wirral 
Section, one of the works carried out under the provisions of 
the Government Guaranteed Loan arrangement, was put in hand 
to join up the section of the lines on the Wirral Peninsula to 
the Mersey Railway, so that passenger trains can run to and 
from Liverpool Central and West Kirby and New Brighton

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without the change that has hitherto been necessary at Birken- 
head Park. The line will be opened for electric service on 
Monday next. 

his will speed up the service considerably and offer a con- 
yenient and comfortable route in and out of Liverpool, and in 
many instances should enable workers in Liverpool to get home 
to their mid-day meal. During the rush hours a ten-minute 
service will be run between West Kirby and Liverpool and also 
between New Brighton and Liverpool, and in the off-peak hours 
there will also be an improved service. 

In order that the same trains may run over both the Mersey 
Railway and the Wirral Section, the Wirral line has been ele 
trified on the 600-volt third rail system. By arrangement with 
the Mersey Railway the L.M.S. trains will run between West 
Kirby and Liverpoo] Central and the Mersey Company’s trains 
will run between New Brighton and Liverpool Central. 

Power is taken from the Liverpool Corporation by duplicate 
cables through the Mersey Railway Tunnel to the main sub- 
station at Birkenhead North, which is the principal point of 
control. From there 11,000-volt lines are taken to the other five 
sub-stations on the system. 

Many new technical features have been introduced on the 
system, such as in the design of the third rail, in welded bond 
ing and in air-operated doors on the rolling stock. The stock is 
of a light type, and the equipments have been designed and laid 
out specially for easy and economical maintenance. One in 
teresting feature is that all the outer sub-stations are controlled 
from a main sub-station at Birkenhead North, there being no 
sub-station operators at the other sub-stations. ; 


AIR TRANSPORT 


In my speech last year I referred to the publication of the 
Report of the Maybury Committee on the development of civil 
aviation in the United Kingdom, and in March 1937 the 
Government announced their acceptance of their recommenda- 
tions. These include a co-ordinated system of routes based on 
the Manchester-Liverpool area, to be worked by a company or 
combination of companies under licence. I may say that the 
network proposed corresponds closely with that operated by 
Railway Air Services during the summer months, of which this 
company provides an important part. It is suggested that other 
routes should also be worked under licence. 

The Committee, while recognising the limitations of air trans- 
port in this country, were hopeful as to the future of internal 
civil aviation developed in an orderly manner, and expressed the 
opinion that co-ordination between surface transport and avia- 
tion will become increasingly important, instancing the advan- 
tages derived from the close association of the railways with 
R.A.S. and allied companies. As regards a suggestion that com- 
petitive forms of transport have entered the field of commercial 
aviation in order to delay its development, they say, ‘‘ Any such 
attempt is perhaps unlikely, and certainly we see no signs of it.’’ 

During the past year we have continued our policy of testing 
the demand for internal air transport in this country, by direct 
operation, through the medium of Railway Air Services, Ltd., 
and in association with other air operating companies. i 

Our London-Belfast-Glasgow trunk service has continued with- 
out interruption since August 1934, and the growth of traffic on 
this route has been continuous though slow, and during the 
summer of 1987 we operated an additional afternoon service in 
both directions. The Post Office mail contract which has been 
in operation for the years 1936 and 1937 has been renewed for 
the year 1938. 

The regularity of the service has been most satisfactory, and, 
iotwithstanding difficult operating conditions during the winte: 
months, practically 100 per cent. regularity has been achieved, 
and I am pleased to say the operations during 1937 were entirely 
free from accidents. 

It has been our policy with regard to air transport to co 
operate with other surface interests and so far as practicable 
with other air operators. For instance, our air service to the 
Isle of Man was operated jointly with the Isle of Man Steam 
Packet Company. Last September arrangements were concluded 
fora fusion of all the interests concerned in this service in a 
single company, the Isle of Man Air Service, in which our 
partners are the Isle of Man Steam Packet Company and Olley 
Air Service, Ltd. Under this scheme the financial prospects of 
this service will be greatly improved. 

We hope to effect further co-ordination with other air operators 
as and when opportunity offers, and our efforts will continue to 
te directed to the provision of air transport within our area 
where the public demand for it is likely to be sufficiently regular 
and expansive to justify it, to the point of ultimate profitability, 
and to the co-ordination of air with rail and sea transport. 


OUTLOOK FOR 1938 


Comparing the two months already elapsed with 1937, there 
has been, ignoring the 5 per cent. rate increase, a decline in the 
venue from general merchandise, but it has been made good 
ty an increase in minerals, coal and passengers. Although in 
uany particular industries 1938 would have difficulty in main- 
laining the 1937 results, the general prospect over our system is 
that trade as a whole may be just about the same level as in 
{987—perhaps a little above it. if this proves to be the case, the 
ut financial results will then reflect the increase in rates and 
fares for nine months, less the increase in wages for seven, and 
iso less any general increase in the cost of our supplies. 
Economies in working continue to be made in many directions, 
and although road competition remains severe, the position of 
our undertaking compares very favourably with that of railways 
generally throughout the world. 
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Last month is the first since November 1936 in 
which exports have been less in value than in the 
corresponding month of the previous year; they were 
8 per cent. less than in February 1937. Imports 
were 5} per cent. greater, this being the smallest 
increase, compared with the corresponding month a 
year earlier, since September 1935. Re-exports were 
20 per cent. less than in February 1937. As regards 
the export trade there was little change as compared 
with a year earlier in shipments of manufactures, the 
declines being in raw materials (134 per cent.) and in 
food, drink and tobacco (11 per cent.).

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February is the first month since November 1936 in 
which exports of United Kingdom goods have been less 
in value than in the corresponding month of the pre- 
vious year. Exports, valued at £87,529,000, were 
£3,654,000 less than in January and £1,043,000 (3 per 
cent.) less than in February 1987. There was little 
change compared with a year ago in the value of manu- 
factured goods exported, but exports of raw materials 
declined by £660,000 (134 per cent.), and food, drink 
and tobacco by £340,000 (11 per cent.). Comparisons 
with January are affected by the smaller number of 
days in February. 


Imports last month, valued at £75,739,000, were 
gasonally less than in January—by £9,218,000—but 
were £4,027,000 (54 per cent.) greater than in Feb- 
rary 1937; this is the smallest increase, compared with 
the corresponding month a year earlier, which has been 
recorded since September 19385. Of this increase, 
£2,462,000 was in respect of food, drink and 
tobacco, an increase of 8 per cent.; imports of raw 
materials rose by £410,000 (2 per cent.) and manufac- 
tured articles by £934,000 (5 per cent.). Re-exports, 
valued at £5,528,000, were £727,000 higher than in 
January but £1,400,000 (20 per cent.) less than in 
February last year; this decline was due to a decrease 
of £1,699,000 in respect of raw materials, re-exports of 
manufactured articles rising by £270,000 and those of 
food, drink and tobacco showing a small increase. 
As a result, retained imports of raw materials were 
£2,109,000 (12 per cent.) greater in value than a year 
ago, while retained imports of manufactured articles 
vse by only £665,000 (4 per cent.). Transhipments 
under bond, which are excluded from the records of 
imports and re-exports, were valued last month at 
£2,461,000, which was somewhat lower than in 
January and £631,000 less than in February 1937. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise, 
which has declined each month since November (when 
it amounted to £468 million), was £32°7 million last 
month or £6°3 million less than in January, but £6°5 


months of the year the excess of imports amounted to 
£716 million, or £14:0 million more than a year ago. 


Imports of bullion and specie during February were 
valued at £21:0 million and exports at £6°6 million, 
imports being about £4 million higher and exports £4 
million lower than in January. For the first two 
months of the year there was an excess of imports of 
£210 million, compared with an excess of £17°6 million 
ayear ago. 


The information available from the Accounts 
lating to Trade and Navigation enables the approxi- 
mate value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for January-February

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IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of the food, 
drink and tobacco imported during February was £33°2 
million, being £3:0 million less than in January, but 
£2°5 million (8 per cent.) more than in February 1937. 
The principal increase as compared with a year earlier 
occurred in respect of dairy produce (£2,591,000, or 61 
per cent.), but the value of imports of meat rose by 
£840,000 (14 per cent.) and of tobacco by £695,000 
(104 per cent.); the only groups in this class to show 
a decline were grain and flour (£1,850,000, or 22 per 
cent.) and beverages and cocoa preparations (£459,000, 
or 12 per cent.). 


The total quantity of grain and flour imported last 
month (14:8 million ewts.) was 6:0 million cwts. (29 
per cent.) less than in February 1937. The decline 
occurred principally in respect of wheat and maize, 
imports of the former falling from 10-0 to 7:2 million 
ewts. and of the latter from 78 to 5-0 million cwts., 
a noticeable feature being a substantial decrease in the 
quantities of wheat and maize received from the Argen- 
tine. Imports of barley (1,239,000 cwts.) and of wheat 
meal and flour ((670,000 cwts.) were each about 5 per 
cent. less than a year earlier. The average values of 
the wheat and barley imported during February rose 
slightly, the latter to 8s. 84d. per ewt., the highest 
figure recorded since 1930; that of maize fell somewhat 
from the relatively high level reached in January, and 
a decline was shown for wheat meal and flour for the 
second month in succession. Apart from wheat, the 
average value of which was the same as in February 
1937, average values of imports of the other cereals 
mentioned were higher than a year earlier. 


Aggregate imports of meat (2,273,000 cwts.) were 
4 per cent. greater than in the previous February, 
owing to increases in total imports of beef (870,000 
ewts.) and of mutton and lamb (606,000 cwts.); the 
quantity of bacon received fell slightly to 528,000 ewts. 
The average values of the beef and bacon imported 
were each higher than in January, the former rising to 
42s. per ewt., the highest for five years; mutton and 
lamb showed a small decline, but in all three cases 
average values were higher than in February 1937. 


The substantial increase which has already been 
mentioned in the value of imports of dairy produce last 
month as compared with February 1937 was due to the 
importation of very much larger quantities of butter, 
cheese and eggs at considerably enhanced average 
values. Imports of butter rose by 27 per cent. to 
859,000 ewts., cheese by 35 per cent. to 272,000 ewts. 
and eggs by 60 per cent. to 20 million dozen. Average 
values of the butter and eggs imported declined as 
compared with the previous month, but that of cheese 
showed a slight rise. 


The total value of fresh fruit and vegetables imported 
last month was somewhat greater than a year earlier, 
mainly owing to larger imports of apples and tomatoes, 
accompanied by a very considerable increase in the 
average value of the smaller quantity of onions im- 
ported. Substantial reductions occurred, both in 
quantity and value, in respect of oranges, lemons, etc., 
and nuts used as fruit. The decline already referred to 
in the case of beverages and cocoa preparations was 
principally due to a reduction of one-half in the amount 
of raw cocoa imported, the value falling from £890,000 
in February 1937 to £254,000 last month. The quan- 
tity of tea imported was again larger than a year 
earlier—increasing from 80:0 to 82°4 million lbs.—while 
the average value of imports was slightly higher than 
in January or in February last year. Imports of raw 
sugar amounted to 3,817,000 cwts., an increase of 42 
per cent. over the previous February, the average value 
being lower than a month or a year earlier. Imports of 
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unmanufactured tobacco in February 1937 weve abnor- 
mally small (8°7 million lbs.); these increased to 18°8 
million lbs. last month, while the average value 
remained at the same figure as in January (1s. 5d. per 
Ib.), or 1d. per Ib. more than in February last year. 


2aw Materials.—Imports during February of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £22,536,000, which was £3,206,000 less than 
in January but £410,000 (2 per cent.) more than in 
February 1937. Compared with a year ago, substan- 
tial increases were recorded for iron ore and scrap 
(£1,048,000), paper-making materials (£754,000), 
rubber (£739,000) and non-ferrous ores and scrap 
(£486,000), but imports of raw wool, etc. declined in 
value by £1,755,000, raw cotton, etc. by £527,000 
and wood and timber by £268,000. 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during February 1938 compared with earlier 
periods.

Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
amounted to £19,498,000, which was over £3 million 
less than in January, but £934,000 (5 per cent.) greater 
than in February 1937. The increase compared with a 
year ago was due largely to a rise of £1,331,000 in the 
value of imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof, appreciable increases for certain other groups. 
viz. manufactured oils, including refined  petro- 
leum (£394,000), paper, cardboard, etc. (£138,000) 
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and machinery (£137,000) being more than offset by 
declines for non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
(£399,000), leather and manufactures (£300,000), mis. 
cellaneous articles (£176,000) and textile manufactures 
other than of cotton, wool and silk (£113,000). Of the 
twenty-one groups, ten showed increases and eleven 
declines in comparison with February 1987. 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco in February were valued at £2, 780,000, 
or £251,000 less than in January and £340,000 (11 per 
cent.) less than in February last year; half the latter 
decline was in exports of beverages and cocoa prepara. 
tions, while a decrease of £93,000 was recorded for the 
“* other food ’’ group. The only group in this clasg to 
show an increase was tobacco (£17,000). 


Raw Materials.—The value of raw materials and 
articles mainly unmanufactured exported last month 
was £4,241,000, being £440,000 less than in January 
and £660,000 (134 per cent.) less than in February 
1937. Coal was the only group exports of which were 
higher in value than a year ago, the increase amounting 
to £453,000. Substantial declines were recorded for 
raw wool, etc. (£637,000) and unrefined oils, ete, 
(£100,000), while declines in excess of £50,000 were 
also recorded for undressed hides and skins, non-ferrous 
ores and scrap and iron ore and scrap. 


Fuel.—Exports of coal during February amounted 
to 2,611,000 tons, or 372,000 tons less than in January; 
compared with February 1937 there was practically no 
change in quantity, but the total value increased by 
19 per cent. Exports to France were 185,000 tons less 
than a year earlier, but this was largely offset by a rise 
of 180,000 tons in respect of Italy. Apart from these, 
the most important changes were increases for 
Germany (69,000 tons) and Spain (56,000 tons) and 
decreases for Belgium (45,000 tons) and Denmark 
(34,000 tons). The average value of coal exported in 
February rose further to 20s. 9d. per ton, compared 
with 20s. 3d. and 17s. 34d. a month and a year earlier; 
the value last month was the highest since January 
1927. 


Coal shipped in February as bunkers for steamers 
engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
amounted to 884,000 tons, being 72,000 tons less than 
in January and 87,000 tons (4 per cent.) less than in 
February of last year. With the exception of April 
1936, this total was the lowest of any month since 
December 1926, i.e. at the time of the coal stoppage. 
The quantity of oil fuel shipped as bunkers last month 
—24-6 million gallons—was 7°5 million gallons less than 
in January but 8:5 million gallons (17 per cent.) more 
than a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports in February of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued at 
£29,706,000, which, while seasonally £2,890,000 less 
than in January, was about the same as in February 
1937. Although there was little change compared with 
a year ago for the class as a whole, appreciable varia- 
tions were recorded for some groups. Exports of 
machinery increased in value by £1,101,000, vehicles 
(including locomotives, ships and aircraft) by £329,000, 
electrical goods and apparatus by £297,000, miscel- 
laneous articles by £258,000 and iron and steel manu- 
factures by £195,000. On the other hand, exports of 
cotton yarns and manufactures declined by £984,000, 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures by 
£452,000, chemicals, dyes and colours by £346,000 and 
textile manufactures other than of cotton, wool and 
silk by £273,000. As in the case of imports, ten of 
the twenty-one groups showed increases and eleven 
declines.

The quantity of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof imported last month was 230,000 tons, being 
79,000 tons less than in January but nearly three times 


the quantity imported in February last year. The , 


increase in comparison with a year ago was mainly in 
56,000 to 162,000 tons—and 
the larger supplies came mainly from Belgium, France 
and the United States. 





Total exports of British iron and steel during Feb- 
tuary amounted to 157,000 tons, which was substan- 
tially less than in either the previous month or in Feb- 
tuary 1987. Compared with a year ago, exports of 
tude iron and steel declined by 7,000 tons, rolling-mill 
products by 15,000 tons—of which uncoated sheets 
accounted for 18,000 tons—and finished goods by 
21,000 tons. Exports of galvanised sheets declined by 
16,000 tons and of wrought tubes by 11,000 tons, while 
for railway material there was a rise of 5,000 tons. 


The tonnage of machinery imported last month, 
11,200 tons, showed no marked change in comparison 
with either a month or a year earlier. Exports, 
amounting to 35,600 tons, while 6,000 tons less than in 
January, were nearly 5,000 tons more than in Feb- 
tuary 1987. Compared with a year ago there were 
increases in the exports of textile machinery (2,500 
tons), electrical machinery (650 tons), mining 
machinery (640 tons), machine tools (540 tons) and 
paper-making machinery (500 tons), while for mis- 

tellaneous machinery not separately specified in the 
monthly accounts there was a rise of 1,200 tons. The 
largest declines were 470 tons for internal combustion 
iginegs and 400 tons for sewing machines and parts. 


The number of new passenger cars imported last 
month (1,812) was considerably less than in January, 
but 385 more than in February 1937, 1,272 being con- 
signed from Germany as compared with only 95 a year 
earlier. Exports ‘of motor cars and chassis numbered 
9,161, or nearly 800 more than in February 1937. 
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Exports of new passenger cars rose by 417, the increase 
being mainly in exports to New Zealand, the principal 
market. There was a decline from 590 to 325 in the 
number of new commercial vehicles exported. Exports 
of chassis numbered 535 more than a year earlier, a 
decline in those for commercial use being more than 
offset by an increase for other sorts; Australia remained 
the chief market. As in January, the number of pedal 
cycles exported was less than a year earlier, the decline 
in February being very substantial. 


The tonnage of locomotives and parts exported 
showed little change compared with a year ago, there 
being a decline for complete engines and an increase for 
parts. Exports of complete railway carriages declined 
from the high figure of 1,376 tons recorded in February 
last year to 182 tons last month; this follows a similar 
decline in January. Exports of railway wagons and of 
parts, however, continued to show the expansion 
recorded in the previous month, the tonnage of com- 
plete vehicles being three times as great as a year ago 
and that of parts more than double. 


The value of ships and boats exported last month 
was appreciably higher than a year earlier, while 
exports of aircraft and parts showed little change in 
value. 


TEXTILES

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (186-7 
million lbs.) were seasonally lower than in January but 
20°6 million lbs. greater than a year ago, being the 
highest recorded for any February since 1927. Accord- 
ing to statistics published by the Liverpool Cotton 
Association the deliveries of raw cotton to mills last 
month (113°8 million lbs.) were seasonally smaller than 
in January and 5 per cent. less than in February 1937. 
The average value of the raw cotton imported last 
month was 5°5d. per lb., compared with 5°6d. per Ib. 
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in January and 7°3d. per lb. in February 1937; it was 
the lowest since August 1932. 


Exports of cotton yarns during February (10-0 million 
lbs.) were 2°6 million Ibs. less than a year earlier, the 
decrease being due mainly to heavy declines in ship- 
ments to the Netherlands, Roumania, Norway, Swit- 
zerland and Belgium; there was, however, a consider- 
able increase in exports to Germany. Exports of cotton 
piece-goods last month (117:4 million square yards) 
continued to decline, being 43 million square yards (27 
per cent.) less than in February 1937; the quantity was 
the lowest recorded in any month for many years. The 
decrease compared with a year ago affected all classes, 
exports of grey and white goods showing the largest 
reductions. Exports to British and French West Africa 
and to India were again considerably smaller than a 
year earlier, and there were declines exceeding 1 million 
square yards in shipments to Switzerland, Egypt, the 
Union of South Africa, Canada, Colombia, the Nether- 
lands, Denmark and Venezuela. The only important 
markets taking appreciably greater quantities were 
British Malaya, the Dutch East Indies and Cuba. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool during 
February (47°8 million lbs.) were considerably less than 
in the previous month or in February 1937; compared 
with a year ago consignments from the Argentine 
declined from 17-6 to 7:0 million lbs., while consider- 
ably smaller shipments from Australia, the Union of 
South Africa and British India were partly offset by 
increased supplies from Chile and New Zealand. The 
average value of the imports continued to decline, being 
1d. per lb. less than in the previous month and 23d. 
per lb. less than in February 1937. Exports of sheep’s 
and lambs’ wool (2°1 million lbs.) were less than one- 
third of the figure a year earlier, due to the continued 
fall in consignments to the United States; the total 
was the lowest recorded for any month since July 1982. 


Exports of wool tops (2:4 million lbs.) were about 
one-third smaller than a year earlier; the decrease 
affected many of the principal markets, particularly 
China (from 810,000 lbs. to nil) and Canada, but ship- 
ments to Germany showed an increase. Exports of 
woollen and worsted yarns (2:3 million lbs.) were also 
about one-third less than in February 1937, and were 
the lowest for any month since July 1921; the decline 
applied to most of the leading markets. Exports of 
woollen and worsted tissues (9°8 million square yards) 
were 18 per cent. less than a year earlier; increases in 
exports to the Argentine, Turkey and Chile were more 
than offset by considerable declines in shipments to 
Canada, the Union of South Africa, New Zealand, the 
United States, Japan, France and Norway. Exports 
of woollen carpets were also appreciably smaller than a 
year ago. 


Imports of raw silk last month were nearly 70 per 
cent. greater than in February 1937, but imports of silk 
cocoons, waste, etc., declined by about one-third. 
The quantity of flax and tow imported was somewhat 
greater than a year earlier, but retained imports of 
hemp and tow and of raw jute were smaller, the decline 
for jute being about 40 per cent. Exports of linen and 
of jute piece-goods in February were only about one- 
half of those a year earlier, mainly due in each case to 
the continued reduction in shipments to the United 
States; the exports of linen goods last month were the 
lowest since September 1932. A decline of about 8 per 
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cent., compared with a year earlier, in exports of arti. 
ficial silk tissues was largely due to smaller consign. 
ments of mixed tissues to British countries; for pure 
artificial silk tissues an increase in exports to foreign 
countries was offset by decreases in shipments to 
British countries, although the continued heavy decling 
in exports to Australia was partly counterbalanced by 
larger consignments to New Zealand.

Exports oF ImMporTED MERCHANDISE 


Re-exports of food, drink and tobacco last month 
showed a slight increase compared with a year earlier, 
the largest variations for individual groups being an 
increase of £31,000 for grain and flour and a decrease 
of £26,900 for the ‘‘ other food ’’ group. Among raw 
materials, however, four large declines were recorded: 
Undressed hides and skins (£720,000)—mainly in con- 
signments to the United States—raw wool, ete. 
(£469,000), rubber (£433,000) and raw cotton and 
cotton waste (£104,000). Only three groups showed 
increases, the largest being £39,000 in respect of 
textile materials other than cotton, wool or silk. 


Re-exports of non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
to the Soviet Union, which rose by £452,000 compared 
with February 1937, more than accounted for the it 
crease in this group (£289,000) and in re-exports of 
manufactured articles as a whole. The next largest 
change in any group of manufactured articles was 4 
decrease of £27,000 for leather and manufactures.

OCCUPATIONS AND AGES OF EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS OF 
BRITISH NATIONALITY IN 1937 


An article was published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 10 March (pages 343-353), under the title 
‘* Passenger Movement from and to the United King- 
dom,’’ which included tables showing the numbers of 
British emigrants to, and immigrants from, the prin- 
cipal oversea countries in 1936 and 1937. In the 
present article detailed particulars are shown regarding 
the occupations and ages of these migrants in 1937, 
together with summary figures for 1936; the detailed 
particulars for 1936 were published in the issues of the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 18 and 25 March 1937. 


OCCUPATIONS OF MIGRANTS 

The following is a summary statement of the classes 
of occupation followed by British male and female adult 
migrants who left or took up permanent residence in the 
United Kingdom during 1936 and 1937. Residence for 
a year or more is treated as permanent residence, and 
the minimum age for the purpose of occupational classi- 
fication is taken as 18 years.

There were increases in 1937 in the numbers of male 
and female emigrants recorded in each group with the 
exception of those classified as of other and ill-defined 
occupations, while as regards immigrants there were 
reductions in the numbers shown in each of the seven 
main groups for males and, with the exception of two 
smal] increases, in each group for females. 


Male Emigrants.—In 1937 the numbers engaged in 
commerce, finance and insurance exceeded those classi- 
fied in any other group, and represented 244 per cent. 
of the total males of 18 years and upwards, as com- 
pared with 23 per cent. in 1936. The proportion of 
males classified in the professional group was about 














16 per cent. in both years. Taking the aggregate of the 
four groups which are included under the heading of 
‘* skilled ’’ trades, the proportion to the total increased 
from 23 per cent. in 1936 to 274 per cent. in 1937. The 
numbers classified as of other and ill-defined occupa. 
tions represented 27 per cent. of the total in 1936—when 
it was the largest group—but only 20 per cent. in 1987, 


Female Emigrants.—Of the female emigrants of 
18 years of age and over, the proportion of wives or 
housewives (not otherwise described) and of those clas. 
sified as of other and ill-defined occupations represented 
about 54 and 20} per cent., respectively, in 1937 and 
52 and 25 per cent. in 1936, The proportion of profes. 
sional workers increased from 124 per cent. in 1936 to 
about 13 per cent. in 1937, while those employed in 
domestic, hotel, etc., services increased from 5 to 6 
per cent, 


Net MIGRATION 


On balance there was a net inward movement in 1937 
of 2,810 male and 4,241 female immigrants of 18 years 
of age and over. The excess of female immigrants 
represented a much larger proportion (65 per cent.) 
than normal of the total net inward movement; the 
corresponding figure for 1936 was 53 per cent. The bulk 
of the excess inward for adult male migrants was in 
three groups, other and ill-defined occupations, agricul- 
tural, and labourers not in agriculture or transport. 
The net excess of 4,241 adult female immigrants re- 
sulted from an excess inward of 4,838 wives or house- 
wives (not otherwise described). 


OccuPATIONS BY AGES 


Space does not permit the presentation of complete 
figures of the occupations according to age grouping, 
but some particulars are given below for emigrants. 
For comparison with these figures, it may be noted that 
of all the male emigrants of 18 years of age and over 
about 424 per cent. in 1937 were recorded as being 
under 30 years of age, while the age of the female 
emigrants was higher, only about 314 per cent. of the 
total number in that year being under 30 years of age. 
The corresponding figures for 1936 were 40 and 33 per 
cent., respectively. 


Male Emigrants.—Of the adult males, 47 per cent. 
of the total number included in the agricultural group 
in 1937 were between the ages of 18 and 80; in the four 
‘‘ skilled trades ’’ groups the percentage was 41}, in 
the commercial, finance and insurance group 45}, and 
in the professional group 43. For the year 1936 the 
corresponding percentage proportions were 454, 87}, 
43 and 42, respectively. 


Female Emigrants.—Among female emigrants, 
domestic servants between the ages of 18 and 30 years 
accounted for 374 per cent. of the total shown in that 
occupational group for 1937, and workers within those 
age limits represented 56 per cent. of the total for the 
commercial, etc., group. The proportions in 1936 were 
423 and 54 per cent., respectively. About 78} per 
cent. of the wives or housewives and about 684 per 
cent. of all adult females who emigrated during 1937 
were of 30 years of age or over; the numbers in 1936 
represented 78 and 67 per cent., respectively.

As regards male emigrants, the proportion of adoles- 
nts (i.e. 12-17 years) declined from about 12 per 
ent. in 1929 to 4 per cent. in 1936 and 1937. Those in 
the age-group 18-29 accounted for nearly one-half of the 
‘tal in 1929, but decreased in relative importance to 
il per cent. in 1934, since when it has risen to nearly 
6 per cent. in 1937. For female emigrants the propor- 
ons in the two classes mentioned showed similar 
tends, but of a less marked character, except that the 
mtoportion in the 18-29 years group has remained at 
ibout the same level for the last five years. The prin- 
tipal change between 19386 and 1937 was, for male 
‘higrants, a relative increase in those aged 18-29 and, 
for females, a relative increase in those aged 45 and 
over, 
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The most important change since 1929 in the ages 
of the immigrants is the decline in the proportion of 
those recorded as within the group 18-29 years. This 
movement and the corresponding increase in the pro- 
portion of the older immigrants, particularly those aged 
45 and over, did not commence till after 1931. 
Changes between 1936 and 1987 were slight. 

In the case of both emigrants and immigrants in 
1936 and 1937, the number of females exceeded the 
number of males in each of the age-groups with the 
exception of emigrants of 20-24 years of age and immi- 
grants under 12 years. For all ages together, the 
excess of female over male emigrants was about 164 
per cent. in 1987, as compared with 28} per cent. in 
1986. The normal movement up to 1929 showed an 
excess of males over females. 


MIGRANTS FROM OR TO EAcH DIVISION OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM 


Emigrants. — Male emigrants of all ages from 
England and Wales numbered 12,298 in 1937, as com- 
pared with 10,905 in 1936, these figures representing 
about 84 per cent. of the total male emigration from 
the United Kingdom in those years; for females the 
numbers were 14,454 and 14,292, respectively, or about 
844 per cent. of the total females from the United 
Kingdom. Of the emigrants from England and Wales 
in 1937 about 47 per cent. of the males and 57 per cent. 
of the females were of 30 years of age or over, and 34 
per cent. of the males and 27 per cent. of the females 
were between 18 and 80 years of age; the corresponding 
figures for 1936 were 47 and 543 per cent. in respect of 
the first age grouping and 314 and 27 per cent. for the 
second. Male and female emigrants of all ages from 
Scotland numbered 1,999 and 2,185, respectively, in 
1987, and 1,851 and 2,140 in 1936. The numbers in 
the age-groups including persons of 30 years of age and 
over represented 43 per cent. of the total males from 
Seotland in 1937 and 59 per cent. of the females, while 
41 per cent, of the males and 234 per cent. of the 
females were between 18 and 30 years of age; the 
proportions in these age-groupings were similar to those 
in 1936 in respect of females, but for males the rela- 
tive proportion in 1987 of those of 30 years and over 
declined from 46 per cent. in 1936, while for those 
between 18 and 30 years of age there was a relative 
increase from 36} per cent. The numbers of male and 
female emigrants from Northern Ireland were between 
2 and 24 per cent. of the respective totals from the 
United Kingdom in both 1936 and 1937. 


Immigrants.—In the return movement in 1937 the 
numbers intending to reside permanently in England 
and Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland represented 
about 83, 144 and 2 per cent., respectively, as regards

males and 84, 14 and 2 per cent., respectively, for 
females; these proportions were approximately the 
same as in 1936. The number of males of 30 years of 
age and over represented 55}, 60 and 61 per cent. of 
the total number of male immigrants into England 
and Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland, respec- 
tively, the corresponding percentages for females being 
60, 64 and 603. The proportions in this age-group in 
1937 were not materially different from those recorded 
for 1936 except as regards male emigrants from 
Northern Ireland, for whom the proportion in 1936 was

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
HANDKERCHIEFS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 3) Order, 1988 (S.R. & O., 1938, 
No. 168), imposing a specific duty of 1s. 6d. per lb. as 
an alternative to the present ad valorem rate of duty 
on handkerchiefs, finished or unfinished, of which 
neither the length nor the width exceeds 24 inches. 
The Order has effect from 12 March 1938. 


In their Report the Committee state that imports of 
the cheaper types of cotton handkerchiefs from a new 
source have recently developed to an extent which has 
disorganised the market and has resulted in a substan- 
tial decline in home output, and the Recommendation 
is made with a view to safeguarding the position of the 
home manufacturers of such goods.

ALLOYS OR MIXTURES OF METAL: TIN 


CONTENT 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1938 (S.R. & O., 
1938, No. 186), which provides for the addition to the 
Free List as from 16 March 1988 of alloys or mixtures 
of metal, unwrought, in blocks, ingots, cakes, bars and 
slabs (whether broken or not), containing not more 
than 20 per cent. by weight of copper and more than 
12 per cent. but not more than 20 per cent. by weight 
of tin. 


The Committee report that the exemption from duty 
of alloys or mixtures of metal containing more than 
20 per cent. by weight of tin has been of assistance to 
those firms which are engaged in the recovery of tin 
from scrap material, and it is now considered that the 
exemption from duty should be extended to cover 
material with a lower tin content.

IRON AND STEEL

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IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN FEBRUARY 


The British Iron and Steel Federation report that 693,300 
tons of pig iron were produced in February, as compared 
with 761,100 tons in January, 603,700 tons in February 
1937, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The 
February output included 155,700 tons of hematite, 383,700 
tons of basic, 121,700 tons of foundry and 14,600 tons of 
forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of February numbered 124, 
as compared with 130 and 115 a month and a year earlier. 

The February production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 1,057,600 tons, the highest February output on 
record, compared with 1,081,400 tons in January, 995,900 
tons in February 1937, and a monthly average of 638,600 
tons in 1913. 

The following table shows the average monthly production 
of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 1924 
and 1929-37, and the production in each of the last thirteen

BRITISH EAST AFRICA 
TRADE SITUATION IN KENYA AND UGANDA 


The upward tendency of the external trade of Kenya 
and Uganda which has been evident in recent years was 
again manifest in 1937, and although figures for the com- 
plete calendar year are not available returns for the eleven 
months’ period January-November show that by the end 
of November aggregates for the complete year in 1936 had 
been surpassed. Figures are appended :—

A visible trade balance in favour of the territories to 
the extent of one and a half million pounds sterling sug- 
gests a healthy condition, but there are factors in the 
present trade situation which merit careful consideration 
by firms exporting to East Africa and especially by those 
exporters who are supplying the native or bazaar trade. 


TRADE WITH JAPAN 


The native Africans of Kenya and Uganda, who number 
some seven million, may be divided roughly into three 
classes, viz.: (1) producers of cotton, coffee, groundnuts, 
etc.; (2) wage-earners on European-owned sisal, coffee and 
other estates, in mines, domestic service, etc., and (3) 
pastoralists whose principal occupation from time imme- 
morial has been the raising of cattle and goats, these 
nowadays providing exports of hides and skins. Activity in 
most branches of East African production, whether Euro 
pean, Asiatic or African, improved prices and demand for 
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export crops and above all steadily increasing cotton pro- 
duction in Uganda are factors which encouraged traders to 
anticipate heavy purchases of bazaar goods during 1937. 

During the year the outbreak of hostilities in the Far 
East introduced a new element for speculation, as the cotton 
textile trade of East Africa is virtually a monopoly of 
Japan and the continued availability of supplies from that 
country became open to question. Yet another considera- 
tion which exercised the minds of importers at this period 
was the upward tendency of prices of such manufactured 
gods as are imported from Europe and the United States. 

So far as supplies from Japan were concerned, importers 
vere induced by suggestions of prospective shortage to in- 
crease their indents, by as much in some cases as four times; 
up to the time of writing, however, no interruption of ship- 
ments has been apparent, with the result that stocks at 
present carried are high, if not excessive. In the period 
september to January last no less than 17 Japanese ships 
discharged cargoes at Mombasa as compared with nine in 
the corresponding months of 1936-37. 


Cotton PRICES AND THE BAzAaR TRADE 


Of the native population of the two territories rather 
more than half is to be found in Uganda, where the pro- 
duction of seed cotton is the principal occupation of the 
African. The purchasing power of the Uganda market 
normally accounts for a large proportion of imports of 
bazaar goods. Unfortunately, the world price of cotton, 
through causes beyond Uganda’s control, has recently 
dropped, with the result that for the crop now in process of 
collection the native producer is receiving a price two- 
thirds (or less) of that received a year ago; his purchasing 
power is reduced accordingly. In the hope of securing a 
better price at a later date, the grower is to some extent 
hiding back, and in consequence the bazaar trade is suffer- 
ing and importers are left for the present with stocks on 
their hands which normally would be in process of distribu- 
tin. This condition, naturally, tends to emphasise the ill- 
effects of the over-indenting to which reference has already 
been made. 

According to figures furnished by the Commissioner of 
Customs, Kenya and Uganda, stocks in bond at the end of 
1987 were valued at £400,638, as compared with £218,925 
at 31 December 1936, These stocks included nearly 11 
nillion linear yards of cotton piece-goods, as compared 
mith 3,800,000 yards at the end of 1936. As total imports in 
1936 amounted to 67 million yards, stocks in bond represent 
sme two months’ supply, but it must be borne in mind 


that clearances’ have been heavy and stocks in the country: 


are probably sufficient to meet needs for at least four 
months. 


Importers’ Position AND OUTLOOK 


In the meanwhile, some importers inevitably find them- 
slves short of cash and have already availed themselves to 
the limit of accommodation afforded by local banks. Ex- 
porters in the United Kingdom may find it necessary to 
extend the currency of bills but, in the opinion of the 
writer, while the situation contains an element of danger 
there is little cause for alarm. As yet there have been no 
signs of panic—no dislocation of the market by stocks un- 
loaded at distress prices. Although the price of cotton 
has fallen the crop shows signs of increase: the cotton crop 
in Uganda is officially estimated to. yield 346,000 bales 
each of 400 Ibs.) of ginned cotton, as compared with 
331,215 bales for the previous year. On a ginning outturn 
of 30 per cent. this represents 461,300,000 lbs. of seed cotton 
and at an average figure of 7 cents per lb., a return to the 
growers of more than £1,600,000. As the native wage- 
earning population is in as good a position now as last year 
the total diminution of native purchasing power should not 
be more than can be offset by a drastic reduction of in- 
dents for the next few months. 

While importers are temporarily embarrassed by the size 
of their stocks in relation to a lessened demand, it is quite 
possible that they may eventually have cause to congratu- 
late themselves. According to importers, indications are 
not lacking that industry in Japan is beginning to be 
affected by war conditions. So far contract dates for the 
delivery of Japanese cotton piece-goods have on the whole 
been adhered to but suppliers are now asking for three to 
four months’ delivery in place of two to three months and 
hinting at price advances due to shortage of stocks. Any 
marked advance in Japan’s prices will be reflected in the 
East African market and should benefit those importers in 
Yast Africa who are now carrying large stocks. 

To sum up, importers in East Africa of bazaar goods are 
at present overloaded, but if. stocks are liquidated in 
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orderly fashion safe emergence from their difficulties should 
be realised in a. few months. In the meanwhile, creditors 
would be well advised to exercise patience and not to pro- 
voke a collapse by insistence on terms of settlement which 
the consignee may, in view of prevailing conditions, be 
unable to meet for the time being. 


KENYA AND UGANDA IMPORTS, 
JANUARY—NOVEMBER, 1937 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports that 
during November 1937 the net home consumption imports 
of Kenya and Uganda amounted in value to £926,302, as 
compared with £581,944 in November 1936, making a total 
of £7,658,922 for the first eleven months of 1937, as com- 
pared with £5,259,528 in the corresponding period of the 
previous year.

(TREATY WITH U.S.A.) 


H.M. Representative at Washington has reported that 
the Governments of Nicaragua and the United States have 
agreed, by an Exchange of Notes dated 8 February, that the 
reciprocal tariff concessions (particulars of which were pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 12 November 
1936, page 710, under the heading ‘‘ Tariff Modifications

H.M. Minister at Oslo reports that a Royal Proclamation 
of 18 February reduces the basic duties on grapes imported 
into Norway between 1 March and 31 July from Kr. 0:02 to 
Kr. 0-01 per kilogramme (ex Tariff No. 190), and on 
pears imported between 16 March and 31 July from Kr. 0-20 
to Kr. 0:10 per kilogramme (Tariff No. 193). 

These basic rates of duty are subject to surcharges of 
20 per cent. in the case of grapes and 80 per cent. in the 
case of pears.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


COUNTERVAILING DUTIES ON UNITED 
KINGDOM REFINED SUGAR 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 49355], published 27 Janu- 
ary, imposing countervailing duties on refined sugar im- 
ported into the United States from the United Kingdom. 
The text of the decision is as follows :— 


The Bureau is in receipt of official information that draw- 
back allowances are paid by the Government of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland on the 
exportation of refined sugar produced in the United 
Kingdom. These allowances in certain instances exceed the 
amounts of duties collected on imported raw sugar. 

Since the excesses of drawback over the duties collected 
constitute bounties within the meaning of the provisions 
of section 303 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U. S. CG. title 19, 
sec. 1303), I have estimated and determined and hereby 
declare the net amounts of such bounties per pound of 
refined sugar from the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland to be as follows: 


(1) When the British drawback of Customs dutv is allowed 
at the rate of 9s. 4d. per ewt. of 112 lbs., the net amount of 
the bounty is:

-41875d.—(-39653167d. x percentage of sucrose in 
imported sugar), 

(4) When the British drawback of Customs duty is 
allowed at the rate of 2s. 9:-2d. per ewt. of 112 lbs., the net 
amount of the bounty is: 

-29642857d.—(-28040454d. x percentage of sucrose in 

imported sugar). 

(5) When the British drawback of Customs duty is 
allowed at the rate of 1s. 7-4d. per cwt. of 112 lbs., the net 
amount of the bounty is: 

-17321428d.—(-16333328d. x percentage of sucrose in 

imported sugar). 

For your information there is set forth below an example 
for determining the amounts of the additional duties to be 
collected :

Collectors of Customs, therefore, will collect additional 
duties on British refined sugar equal to the net amounts 
of the bounties or grants in accordance with the rate or 
rates applicable as set forth above when imported directly 
or indirectly and entered for consumption, or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption, after expiration of thirty 
days after the publication of this decision in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions. 


Consular invoices covering refined sugar produced in the 
United Kingdom and imported into the United States shall 
show the rate or rates of the drawback claimed or allowed, 
or to be claimed or allowed, thereon. 


FORTHCOMING CUSTOMS TARIFF 
MODIFICATIONS (TRADE AGREEMENT WITH 
CZECHOSLOVAKTA) 


With reference to the notice appearing on page 396 re- 
garding the Trade Agreement between the United States 
of America and Czechoslovakia which is to come into force 
provisionally on 16 April, the following statement showing 
the Tariff concessions accorded by the United States to 
Czechoslovakia under the Agreement is reproduced from 
the analysis of the Agreement issued by the Department of 
State at Washington. On 54 items duties are reduced, and 
on nine items the present Tariff is bound or convention- 
alised, including one conventionalisation of duty-free admis- 
sion. The reduced duties will be applicable to goods of the 
kinds specified, of United Kingdom origin, when the Agree- 
ment takes effect.

LUXURY AND CONSOLIDATED TURNOVER 
TAX ON POSTAL PACKAGES FROM ABROAD 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded the 
following translation of Order No. 5292/IV issued by the 
Minister of Finance on 22 February 1938, and which ap- 
eared in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ on 24 February 1938 :— 


1. Where a package received from abroad is not accom- 
panied by an invoice or where the receiver of the goods does 
tot submit the invoice to the Customs house before the goods 
are passed through the Customs, the consolidated turnover 
tax and luxury tax shall be assessed and collected at the rate 
of the fivefold amount of the respective Customs dues. 


2. Where a package received from abroad is accompanied 
by an invoice or where the receiver of the goods submits such 
Invoice to a Customs house before the goods are passed 
through the Customs, and where the value indicated in the 
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invoice is greater than that indicated in the foreign declara- 
tion or is equal thereto, consolidated turnover tax and 
luxury tax shall be assessed and collected according to the 
value indicated in the invoice. 


8. Where the value in the invoice accompanying the 
package or submitted separately is less than that indicated 
in the foreign declaration, the value indicated in such 
declaration shall be taken as the basic amount for the 
assessment and collection of consolidated turnover tax and 
luxury tax. 


4, Where a Customs house considers that the value indi- 
cated in the invoice or in the foreign declaration is obviously 
understated, it shall take as the basic amount the fivefold 
amount of the respective Customs dues. 


5. In certifying invoices officials shall enter, besides other 
particulars, the value taken as the basic amount for the 
assessment and collection of consolidated turnover tax and 
luxury tax.

In his foreword to this publication the Rt. Hon. Malcolm 
Macdonald, P.C., M.P., writes: I am glad to have the 
opportunity of writing a foreword to the Record of the Con- 
ference on Imperial Development convened by the Royal 
Empire Society. It was a great disappointment to me that I 
was unavoidably prevented from taking the chair at the open- 
ing meeting. 

The Conference was planned on a scale embracing all parts 
of the British Empire and its general theme was developed 
by experts in a series of authoritative reviews. I am glad to 
see that the various aspects dealt with were considered from a 
wide standpoint, and in relation not merely to Imperial de- 
velopment, but also to the course of world trade. I am sure 
that this breadth of approach, if I may so describe it, was 
wise and right. 

It is, I think, both significant and hopeful that the first 
Conference of this kind convened by the Royal Empire Society 
in its new hall should have been upon a subject of so general 
and important a character.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
preducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender: 
openings for Unitede Kingdom trade abroad; general con. 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Con- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to the Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 


Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
